The decrease in the total value of the minerals raised during the 
year is mainly accounted for by the decreased output of coal. The 
average price of coal! was 8s. 11d. per ton in 1908, as compared 
with 9s. in 1907. ‘The total output of coal was 26] ,528,795 tons. 
The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and manufac- 
tured fuel and of coal shipped for the use of steamers engaged in 
foreign trade, was 62,547,175 tons, a decrease of more than 
1,000,000 tons on the exports for 1907. France received over 
10,400,000 tons, Germany over 9,500,000 tons, Italy over 8,650,000 
tons, Sweden over 4,300,000 tons, Russia over 3,300,000 tons, and 
the Netherlands, Spain, and Denmark each over 2,000,000 tons. 
Adding the 3,284,787 tons exported in the form of coke and manu- 
factured fuel, and the 19,474,174 tons shipped for the use of the 
British and foreign steamers engaged in foreign trade, the total 
quantity of coal which left the country was 85,306,136 tons. The 
amount of coal remaining for home consumption was 176,222,659 
tons, or 3°956 tons per head of the population. 18,742,464 tons 
were used in the blast furnaces for the manufacture of pig-iron, as 
against 21,119,547 tons in the previous year. 

__ The output of iron ore was 15,031,025 tons, valued at 3,724, 16051. 
The ore yielded 4,847,448 tons of iron, or more than one-half of the 
total quantity of pig-iron made in the country. 

Tin is the only metal which shows an increase, whilst copper, 
gold, iron, lead, silver, and zinc show decreases in the production 
for 1908, as compared with the preceding year.

In 1909, although accurate figures are not as yet available, a 
total output of not less than 17,000 tons is regarded as assured ; 
while next year, given moderately favourable conditions, the crops 
should yield not less than 20,000 tons. A rebate of half the import 
duty is allowed at Lisbon on sugar from Mozambique, Portuguese 
India, and Timor, up to a quantity of 6,000 tons per annum.

The product exported is a moist brown sugar, similar in appear- 
ance to the best Demerara. The varieties of sugar canes principally 
employed are the Ribbon Bamboo and the Uba. The Uba cane 
is regarded as, on the whole, the more satisfactory. It comes to 
maturity in about 15 months, and thereafter the canes give an 
annual crop. It is found that this variety yields, on the average, 
about 60 tons of cane to the acre, producing in turn about 3 tons 
of sugar, which may be valued c.i.f. Antwerp at about 13s. per cwt. 
Not only is the Uba cane found to be superior to other varieties 
which have been tried from the point of view of yield per acre, but 
also in the saccharine content of its juice. The average polarisation 
of the crystallised sugar obtained has stood at something slightly 
over 96. 

The Consul adds that he ascertained that, although the present 
condition of the sugar industry in the Zambesi is not unsatistactory, 
next year will assuredly see the high-water mark of production for 
many years to come.. This is due to the smallness of the amount 
upon which a rebate of customs is allowed at Lisbon, and to the 
contributory circumstance that, as the planters are debarred from 
distilling, they are compelled to waste the whole of their molasses, 
which in other circumstances they could turn to account in the 
production of alcohol or of motor spirit. It is considered that, in 
its present aspect at least, the labour market could not furnish 


sufficient. hands for any serious extension of the sugar industry, 


unless resort were had to some form of indentured labour.

place) unless, in the case of such second-hand jute bags or 
similar bags, or such second-hand carpets or similar articles, 
they have, on arrival, been submitted to disinfection as 
prescribed or as directed by the Chief Quarantine Officer 
to the satisfaction of a Quarantine Officer).

according to the ‘‘ Handelsblad ” of 6th Novem-

The Acting British Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. T. E. Erskine) 
Steel Industr reports that the Illinois Steel Company, a 
t Chi Y . subsidiary company of the United States Steel 
rater apeet Corporation, have decided to enlarge their steel 
mills at South Chicago, so as to increase their capacity by about 40 
per cent. It is expected that the extension will be completed by 
next. summer, when the plant will have a total monthly capacity 
of 35,000 tons of structural steel. 
From a memorandum by the British Vice-Coneul at Chicago 
(Mr. A. A. Adams), it appears that another subsidiary company of 
the Steel Corporation, the Indiana Steel Company, aequired Jand 
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Minerals, Metals and Machinery. 





some three years ago on the shores of Lake Michigan, about 20 miles 
from Chicago, and there erected a large steel plant. Some 5,000 men 
are employed on the works, and a town of 15,000 inhabitants has 
arisen, which has been named Gary. Land has been acquired at 
Gary by the American Locomotive Works and the American Car 
and Foundry Company, while it is stated that the American Bridge 
Works will shortly begin the erection of a plant with a monthly 
capacity of 10,000 tons. 





PERU. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Callao (Mr. G. G. Wilson) 
reports that new discoveries of vanadium ore 
have recently been made in the Cerro de Pasco 
mining district. The export of this mineral has 
so far been exclusively to the United States. 
Mr. Wilson learns that the special interest lately shown in the 
acquisition of vanadium is due to its use in connection with the 
hardening of metals destined to the manufacture of armour plate. 
The exports of vanadium sulphites through the port of Callao in 
1907 and 1908 were 412 and 1,805 metric tons respectively.

NYASALAND PROTECTORATE. 


The following information relative to the production of cotton 
in Nyasaland is taken from the annual report on that Protectorate 
for 1908-9, recently issued by the Colonial Office (Annual Series,

The results of the past year were more promising than those of 
the previous one. The most encouraging feature of the industry is 
the increasing yield per acre, showing the value of acclimatisation ; 
an increased output is now obtained by the application of sound 
principles, and planters are slowly but surely increasing their 
acreages under cotton. There are many thousands of acres available 
for cotton awaiting planters with capital. 

The highlands of Nyasaland can produce the finest quality of 
Upland cotton in the world, some samples being sold at 6d. and 
7d. a1b., when the same type of cotton grown in America was 
being sold at 5d. This is understood to be the first case on record 
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7 


where cotton has appreciated instead of depreciated when grown 
away from its natural habitat. The improvement in quality is to a 
large extent due to the ripening of the crop during the dry and 
practically rainless season of the year (April to August). The 
Agricultural and Forestry Department are carrying out selection 
experiments with a view to increasing the yield. A paying crop 
must have over 100 lbs. of lint to the acre. 

The lowlands (t.e., up to 1,500 feet) are principally devote to 
Egyptian varieties, Mitafifi giving the best results. Up to the 
present, Egyptian cotton cannot be considered a success, the 
quality being inferior ; it is a difficult crop to cultivate, being very 
sensitive to cold. Upland varieties are now also being grown on 
the lower part of the river, in situations too low-lying and wet for 
Kgyptian cotton. 

The initial experimental stage has now been passed, and the 
cotton industry, as a whole, promises well; the prospects of the 
crop now being picked are extremely favourable.

silk and lace trades, ‘There was a seasonal improvement in the 
clothing and printing trades, and a seasonal decline in the building 
trades. Organised short time continued at mills spinning 
American cotton. In the other industries employment, on the 
whole, remained about the same as in September, 

As compared with a year ago, all the principal industries have 
improved, in many cases to a considerable extent. 

‘The changes in rates of wages taking effect in October showed 
an advance—the first net increase since February, 1908. ‘The 
industries were much less affected by labour disputes than in 
October, 1908. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 694,930, 
making returns, 49,664 (or 7°1 per cent.) of their members 
were returned as unemployed, compared with 7:4 per cent. at the 
end of September, 1909, and 9°5 per cent. at the end of October, 
1908. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


Adverting to the notice on pp. 132-3 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
State of Cattle Journal ” of loth July relative to the cattle and 
Industry. hide industry of the United States, the Acting 
British Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. T. E. 
K rskine) has forwarded a copy of an article in the “ Breeder's 
Gazette,” from which it appears that the number of beef cattle in the 
United States has been for the last three years on the decrease. In 
the past year there were 296,380 fewer cattle inspected at slaughter- 
ing points than two years previously, although inspection 
took place at 876 establishments, as against 708 in the earlier 
year. Exports of cattle have decreased to 41 per cent. less than 
five years ago, and during this period imports have grown fourfold, 
yet the Department of Agriculture estimates a decline in the 
visible supply of 2,100,000 “head of cattle. ‘There has been an ‘in- 
crease in the number of calves slaughtered, according to inspection 
returns, of over 250,000 annually ; this, of course, decreases the supply 
of cattle. It is possible, adds the “Gazette,” that the settlers in the 
dry farming and irrigated tracts may, with a steady rise in the 
price of beef, turn their attention to cattle rearing. 


COLOMBIA.

Law regarding the Colombian tobacco tax, H.M. Minister at 
Tobacco sax. Bogota now reports that a law has been passed 
by the Colombian Congress authorising the various Departments 
to impose a tax on the consumption of tobacco.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience.

Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning

the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.
